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"Tlie  Thorntons  were  great  Saxon  Lords,  supposed  to  be 
decended  from  Thor,  the  god  adopted  by  the  Danes.  They  adopted 
the  thorn  tree  for  their  crest,  because  the  Thorn  or  Hawthorn, 
is  named  after  that  god.  Ton  is  a  Saxon  term  meaning  Lord  of 
the  Town,  that  always  surrounded  the  Castle  for  its  protection. 

"The  Yorkshire  people  are  beautiful,  great  height,  with 
finely  chisled  nose  and  features.  The  eyes  are  far  apart,  and 
also  they  have  curly  hair.  You  see  the  type  everywhere. 

"There  are  no  Thorntons  left,  and  the  country  is  desolate, 
except  for  its  beauty,  and  only  small  farmers  live  around  here. 
Some  of  them  are  named  Thornton,  but  are  not  of  our  old  race, 
being  descended  from  serfs,  who  generally  took  their  lord^s 


name .

"The  Thorntons  wore  tho  Greatest  family  in  that  part  of  York¬ 
shire  and  owned  fabulous  estates.  Ono  of  then  married  the  heiress 
of  Hast  IJoY/ton,  v/hich  tmitod  to  the  Thornton  lands  node  it  a 
principality. 

"They  suff orod  at  the  hands  of  Henry  VIII,  vhoso  Chancellor, 
Thorns  Cromwell,  sent  an  orepedition  to  destroy  tho  chapel,  as  v/oll 
nn  their  property.  The  coldiory  lost  their  way,  and  so  failed  to 
destroy  tho  chapel,  though  prooumably  thoy  destroyed  tho  castle. 
Thoro  is  a  book  in  the  British  Huocun,  a  diary,  telling  this  and 
ri any  other  incidents  in  tho  lives  of  tho  Thorntons.  Tho  family 
ended  v/ith  Alice  Thornton,  vino  married  in  l6/*.0  tho  Bonn  of  Durban, 
which  marriage  r*ado  him  Lord  of  tho  lienor.
